|The grand jury of Ware county at 
‘the April term of superior court

“The grand jury knows that 
schoo] officials, trustees, and those 
charged with the business admin- 
istration of the schools do not have 
any extra money at their disposal 
to raise teachers’ salaries. We

OPA, now amounts to Between 50 
and 60 million tokens. 

Since ration stamps are valid 
indefinitely, the OPA says, house- 
“wives have nothing to gain bv 
hoarding tokens. The flood of 
hoearded tokens if suddenly loosed 
would create a panic in all ra- 
tioned food commodities, and in 
order to avoid this possibility the 
OPA again urges all holders of 
tokens to use them rather than 
hoard ration stamps. 

“All the hoarding is not inten- 
tional,” said an OPA official. 
“Some housewives simply fail to 
use their tokens. But we are 
afraid that the greatest percent- 
age of it is intention. And there 
is no need for it.” 

In an effort to forestall a panic 
in rationed goods, the OPA again 
urges abl persons to “spend tokens 
first.” In that way, says the OPA, 
rationing will continue to function 
smoothly and easily and store- 
keepers will cease to regard the 
present situation with concern,

autmay be used for greens, leas 
ing the balance to produce root 
crops. In the case of radishes 
these may be thinned by taking 
out the little tinv formations that , 
are really too small for table use, 
and vet if pulled out now will re- 
cult in a better crop as they do 
need about 1 inch of space to 
provide nice, round, well-shaped 
roots. For rule of thumb thin 
radishes to 1 inch, beets and car- 
rots to 2 inches, and turnips to 3 
inches.

Tomatoes need a different tech- 
nique from any other vegetable 
commonly transplanted in the vic- 


tory garden. Most varieties should | 


be set out at practically the same 
depth at which they stood in the 
seed boxes, coldframes, or in the 
field. Tomatoes should be trans- 
planted with at least two-thirds 
of the main stem under ground. 
Along this main stem little feeder 
roots will form which will be val- 
uable during the summer in feed- 
ing the plant. This method can 


be used regardless of whether or! 
not some of the side branches are | 


also buried. 
Many gardeners get concerned 


‘about tall, lanky growth that you 


often get when your plants are 
grown under crowded or shady 
conditions. Don't let this worry 
you for a minute. If the plant is 
three feet long, simply dig a three- 
foot trench, going down at one end 
to the bottom of the topsoil, let- 
ting the other end of the trench 
be almost level with the ground. 
Lay the plant along this incline, 
turning six inches of its head up 
and out of the ground, cover him 
up, Shade him properly, and he 
will grow swell.

‘in growing big tomatoes just like 


they formerly grew big dahlias 
In our opinion the two outstand- 
ing large varieties are Ponderosa 
and Brimmer. 


A word of warning is necessary | 


here. Both of these varieties are 
susceptible to wilt. If you have 
never had wilt in vour garden you 
may be able to grow them without 
trouble But for crop insurance 
we Suggest that at least half your 
plants be selected from the wilt- 
resistant group. Another interest- 
ing feature about Brimmer and 
Ponderosa is the fact that they 
grow to a height of 15 to 20 feet 
if properly pruned, fed and wa- 
tered. In fact, two or three Brim- 
mer plants will feed a small fam- 
ilv if they are given intensive cul- 
tivation and expert care. 

Staking is very important, if you 


} 
want to grow the finest fruit. You 


will not get the production from 
a staked plant that you will get 
if you allow the plant to sprawl 
on the ground, but your tomatoes 
will be more uniform in shape, 
there will be fewer misshapen 
fruit, and there will be less rot- 
ted friiit.

The story of a secret force 
that is armed and ready to 
join our boys in the final 
battle against the Nazis... 


i1S is the inside story of France's Silent 

Army. An army some of whose members 
fight with guns, some of whom fight only with 
their bare hands. An army which can make 
the difference between victory and defeat; 
which can mean life instead of death to thou- 
sands of American soldiers when Allied armies 
reach Western Europe. 

As the war enters its final phase, millions 
of our American boys will meet and join 
with this Silent Army. This is a preview of 
what they can expect to find. 

The Silent Army is no longer a sprawling, 
unco-ordinated, undisciplined force. The last 
several months have seen it slowly mature 
into a real military organization. It is divided 
into two parts -- the soldiers (without uni- 
forms) and the resisters. Hlere are some of 
the facts: 


1. In the hills and mountains of France 
are the soldiers of the “‘maquis.’” Two hun- 
dred thousand trained men are ready to turn, 
in full strength, on the Nazis when the time 
IS ripe. 

2. Throughout France, there are thousands 
of other former French soldiers who wait only 
for arms to join their comrades. 


3. On the French home front, over 98 per 
cent of the 40,000,000 men, women and 
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children are resisters —- active or passive. 


4. Not an hour goes by in France that a 
train isn’t derailed, a bridge blown up, or a 
Nazi killed. In February alone there were 
1,500 “acts of resistance’ — 538 of them 
against railroads, 254 against industmal in- 
stallations. And that’s only a sample of what 
will happen when the invasion comes. 


§. Resistance is organized by an over-all 
governing board --- the Council of Resistance, 
working directly with London and Algiers. 


Doing the Work of Commandos 


"Thus is what an Englishman, one of the few 
recognized authorities on the Silent Army, 
told me just after he arrived in this country: 

“The Silent Army is definitely something 
our Own armies can count on — and they are 
counting on it. I may tell you that its work 
is the equivalent of the work of many whole 
diotstons of Rangers and Commandos. If 
the men of the Silent Army were not doing it, 
our men and your men would have to be in 
there dojng it.”

As this goes to press there has been no in- 
vasion anywhere in Western Europe. But 
when such an invasion reaches France, this 
work of the Silent Army will be doubled 
and _trebled. | 

These are facts. But more exciting than 
the facts themselves are the human stories 
behind the facts. I can tell some of those 
stories because I have been able to find and 
talk to a few of the men who have lived them. 
They are men who escaped from France to do 
definite jobs. By now most of them have gone 
back again. 

First, let me tell you the story of the huge 
hand of patnmots tidden in the maquis — the 
hills of France. I met one of the maquis 
soldiers who was in the U.S. on a special 
mission. This is what he said: 

“T originally escaped to the hills of Savoy 
in the winter of 1942. My only idea, then, was 
to get away from the German labor draft. 
I would rather die than work for the Nazis. 
I svon found that thousands of my country- 
men felt the way I did. 


“Some of us -—- just a tiny part — had 


weapons. Army guns, pistols, hunting rifles. 
We lived like animals. For food and clothing, 
we had to depend on what the people in the 
near-by towns gave us or what we could steal 
from German supply centers.”’ 

When the Nazis began sending in troops 
to get them, those who had military training 
began to use it. They started to develop an 
army of patriots. They admitted peasants 
and doctors and workers and Boy Scouts. 
They admitted Communists and Royalists 
and Democrats, and they built an organiza- 
tion. They trained the new recruits, enforced 
discipline. They learned how to make one 
rifle do the work of five. They organized 
raiding expeditions that went smoothly. 

“Our organization,” the maquis soldier 
said, ‘is good. Each troop has a troop chief, 
a chief for each hundred-man group, a camp 
chief and a regional chief. We set up traming 
courses for new oflicers. Experts taught sabo 
tage technique to new recruits. Every recruit, 
when he joins us, pledges his life.” 

I asked what they did for supplies. He said: 
‘*The person who can tell you about that is 
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here in the United States right now. He was 
once an important businessman. Now he's 
helping the maquis fighters.’’ The man he 
sent me to pulled a small book out of his 
pocket: He showed me the entries: 

“See here. In one day at Faverges, one 
thousand liters of petrol and three hundred 
and eighty liters of oi were stolen. Again, 
near Bonneville, we got six hundred pairs of 
trousers, one hundred military tunics. 

‘Some of our arms we capture from the 
Germans. Some are English and American- 
made. How we got.those I can’t tell you. But 
planes do fly over and parachutes do drop. 
And then t..ere are submarines which find 
their way into the coast of France. More and 
more arms are reaching us as official presents 
from the Allies. 


Expert Train Wreckers 


*““Eacs day, we become more important to 
the Allies. Germany’s main supply route to 
its troops in Italy passes through maquis ter- 
ritory in the French Alps. We have become 
expert train wreckers. Many an Allied soldier 
in Italy owes his life to the Nazi gun or am- 
munition or soldier that never got across the 
Alps because of the patriots and the men of 
the maquis.” 

But they could not do this alone. 
People of the villages help them. They 
always know when a conscription order 
is coming through, for example. One of 
the most important jobs they do is raid city 
halls after the Nazis have spent weeks 
assembling lists of people they intend to draft. 
Sometimes they destroy only the lists. Other 
times, they’ve burned down the city hall and 
destroyed every record in the place. “‘Look—”’ 
he pointed to his little book again, “‘last month 
we destroyed sixty-four sets of archives. 

‘‘Luckily, some of the French police are on 
our side,’’ my mformant continued. “There 
was the day a friend of mine and I were on 
our way back to the maquis after a small 
business trip to Paris. We couldn’t afford to 
be picked up by the Nazis so we traveled by 
night. We were hiding in a barn one afternoon 
when we saw two gendarmes coming, very 
openly, down the road. We dug ourselves into 
the hay. 

“Our hearts didn’t move as we heard the 
door creak open downstairs. Then a voice: 
‘Hallo, Hallo! Anybody here?’ We burrowed 
deeper. Then: ‘Come on, come on!’ Silence. 
‘For heaven’s sake, are you coming out? I've 
got a message for you.’ We didn’t answer. 
The gendarme was patient. ‘Well, listen, I 
just want to tell you, you’d better move to 
the next barn a mile down the road. We've 
already searched there — and we'll be com- 
ing here this afternoon.’ 


Escape te the Magquis 
**Tuar’s the way it was al] the way home. 
And that spirit is growing every day. The 
Germans admit that seventy-five per cent 
of the men called up for forced labor escape 
to the maquis.”” 

The next man I talked to was Jean Dupont. 
Dupont represents the other half of the Silent 
Army. He and his friends are doing the job 
the soldiers of the maquis can’t do. He is on 
the home front. He is a resister. He confirmed 
what other sources had told me about the 
Silent Army’s leadership — the Council of 
Resistance. 

It is the general staff of the whole Silent 
Army. It is made up of representatives from 
every single resistance group and political 
party. It is the center of the network which 
ties the resisters of urban France to the hill 
soldiers of the maquis. It doesn’t meet often 
but its members are in regular contact with 


each other to give orders, directives, instruc- 
tions and to pass along new techniques of 
sabotage and resistance. The Council is in 
permanent contact with London and Algiers. 
Their work is geared to co-ordinate with the 
Allies fighting on the outside. One of their 
moet important allies is the British 
Broadcasting Company. Daily, 21 pro- 
grams giving news and hope are beamed 
at the French fighters. 

Dupont said: “My comrades and I are 
active resisters — we are the saboteurs, the 
killers of Germans, the soldiers without uni- 
forms. You Americans know of our work. 

‘But I am sure you have no true idea of the 
size of our activity. I talk with pride and I 
am not boasting. F can tell you, for example, 
that not one single movement of German 
traffic and supply requisition in France is un- 
known to us. And there’s not one that we 
don’t do something about. The Nazis spend 
weeks assembling food stocks to ship back 
home. French workers even help them collect 
it. And then, poof! the morning the train is 
ready to take it away, it all vanishes or it all 
goes up in smoke. 

‘Not only do we destroy material and sup- 
plies the Nazis are desperate for, but we make 
them pin down a tremendous occupying force 
to play guard.” 

One thing you can be sure of: the French 
resisters know what they are doing. Do you 
remember when the enormous Nazi arma- 
ment center at Le Creusot was knocked out? 
It happened because the French are still in 
the war. The RAF came over. It bombed 
Le Creusot, but everybody knew that alone 
wasn't enough to destroy the arms works. 
Patriots, working on a military timetable, 
followed up the raid by doing what the bombs 
hadn’t done. And they brought production 
to a dead stop by blowing up every single 
power plant at Le Creusot. And while Le 
Creusot was not producing, the United States 
and England were. 


Guides te Invasicn 


Tue story of Le Creusot has been repeated 
over and over, after raids on French targets 
by the RAF or the USAAF. Resisters, men 
like Dupont, are responsible for it. 

My last visit was to the Englishman. He 
corroborated everything I have put down 
here. He added this: 

**There 1s not a French village or town that 
hasn't its group of active resisters who are 
always helped by the rest of the population. 
Their accomplishments are like the irresisti- 
ble, endless drop, drop of water on stone. 
Their work may seem scattered and divergent 
now. But on invasion day the whole vast jig- 
saw puzzle falls into place. The men of the 
maquis and the resisters will join us. They are 
waiting —- to help us. 

‘As our troops get ready to move m, they 
will be our invaluable guides. They will have 
ready for us complete information on the 
Germans — troop movements, supply depots, 
everything. 

‘*The women will take part in active fight- 
ing, do liaison work, prepare our food. As for 
the men, the thousands who have arms will 
join the battle at once. The ather hundreds of 
thousands are waiting only for weapons. 

“*“A general strike will rally every French 
worker. The master plan is ready. When we 
give the signal, everything in France will be 
affected — railroads, power plants, tele- 
phones, everything. , 

“A great army is waiting. It will give 
France its revenge.” 

The Silent Army is waiting for your boys. 
When the invasion comes, they will be fight- 
ing side by side. The End

Before he joins the Army he plays fiends in 
Hollywood horror pictures. Oh, he’s a won- 
derful fiend — so terrifying they have to 
keep children under twelve out of theaters.”’ 

“IT see him wrestle once,"’ Dan tells her. 
"He scares me just to look at him.” 

“He scares everyone,”’ says the redhead 
proudly. “Every guy he wrestles against 1s 
shaking at the knees after one look at him.

Social polish 1s the ABC of education 


The schools must teach 
etiquette as well as 


history. Here’s why... 


m™ shocking frequency with 

which stories of juvenile delin- 
quency appear in the press has at 
last aroused the public to the need 
for the training of our boys and girls 
in the rules of proper behavior. 

Ideal training in behavior, we all 
know, is that of the example set by 
admirable parents. The present epi- 
demic of bad behavior is naturally 
ascribed to the incompetence of par- 
ents to guide their children. In many 
cases this is true; but the real short- 
coming of this present day is the 
disruption caused by war. 

The unrestrained freedom of 
undjeciplined adolescents is ac- 
centuated by the fact that boys 
and girls have lost the guidance 
of fathers pow in the services. 

Also boys and girls both are miss- 
ing the care of their mothers who are 
doing war work, with the result that 
their behavior has become a prob- 
lem for our schools — in particu- 
lar, for overcrowded public schools 
in the great cities. 


The Need is Great 


Wuart these schools will — or can 
— do about it, 18 a question to which 
only the rarest few are able to give 
a reassuring answer. 

Most of them are handicapped by 
the loss of many teachers to the war, 
leaving a cut-down staff at this very 
time when there is double need for 
skill and character. Yet, the point 
that must be made at the present 
time — quite possibly made for al- 
ways — 1s that etiquette is insepar- 
able from ethics and that both are 
fundamentals of education — quite 
as important in every curriculum as 
are history or mathematics. 

The qualifications necessary for a 
te wher of these subjects are far from 
easy to meet, since her own person- 
ality is the example of her teaching! 
The more the young people admire 
her, the more closely they will pat- 
tern themselves upon her. 


It is true that all of the children 
who go to Sunday School or other 
church classes, or who belong to the 
Scouts or similar organizations, are 
given disciplinary traiming in the 
moralities (ethics) and in behavior 
(etiquette). But to produce depend- 
able results this training has to be 
carned on through the other days of 
the week. This brings us back to the 
need for specially qualitied teachers 
to devete their entire time to super- 
vising® such training. 


Begiz Early 


Wuere special behavior cla.ses are 
held it might be possible for an ex- 
pert teacher to teach in several 
schools every day — just as music 
and drawing teachers do. But what- 
ever plan is made, training should 
begin in primary school. To acquire 
from the first the ability always to do 
or say the right thing has a great 
advantage over information con- 
sciously learned later on. 

To illustrate this point, I want 
to quote part of a letter which | 
printed in this column several years 
ago. It comes from an executive of a 
great chemical company who wrote: 

“Ordinarily it is taken for granted 
that the highest scholarship auto- 
matically wins the top job, but this 1s 
not quite true; it wins a job, of 
course, and a good one. But the job 
that holds out the best promise of 
opportunity is given to the student 
who has technical training pius — 
meaning by this an engaging person- 
ality and accomplished manners that 
inspire confidence.

NIBBLE NEWS of tomorrow — beans, baked 
then dehydrated, may be going to ball games pea- 
nut style.

TO GET SPOTLESSLY op tion has become a semi-official connecting link be- 
- tween the battle fronts and civilian life. 

The longer a soldier stays away from his home, 
his family, and his business, the more problems are 
liable to need his attention. There 1s a death — or a 
serious illness — or a snarl in a business left in the 
hands of an inexperienced associate. Sometimes noth- 
ing will do but a three- or four-day furlough. 

Often such things are difficult to explain to com- 
manding officers — and here is where Home Service 
comes in. The Field Director attached to the 
man’s outfit wires the Home Service office near- 
est his home and asks for confirmation of the 
need for the soldier’s presence. 

No man overseas can be granted leave except under 
the most extraordinary conditions, and not even then 
if he is in a combat area. But for most men in this 
country, furloughs can be arranged if a sufficiently 
urgent situation arises. In such matters the help of 
the Home Service worker is accepted by commanding

Every week thousands of emergency furloughs are 
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granted. If the man is overseas, and cannot return 
for a furlough, it is up to the Home Service workers 
to take his place. 

There was, for instance, the woman worker in a 
sparecly-ecttled district who got word through the 
Field Director that a sailor had just received a two- 
month-old letter telling of illness in his family. The 
sailor’s home was 160 miles by car from the Home 
Service worker’s office, and four miles had to be cov- 
ered on snowshoes — but she made it. And she dis- 
covered that the sailor’s wife was ill, and in desperate 
need of attention. Shortly thereafter, the sailor was 
handed a message telling him his family was on the 
way to recovery. 


Neo Request Teo Trivial 


SomETIMES the requests of men in distant places 
seem trivial —- but none are overlooked. For instance, 
there was the request from a sergeant in Africa. Some- 
what sheepishly he told the Field Director that he was 
worried because his wife’s handwriting didn’t look 
the same. He feared the worst. Perhaps his wife was 
dead? And what about the four children? The man 
was seriously worried — and yet all he had to go on 
was a change in his wife’s handwriting. 

In the small suburb of a Midwestern town, the 
‘Home Service worker found his wife -— alive, but 
critically ill. Her handwriting had indeed changed, 
for in the past few months she had been writing while 
in bed. She was placed in a hospital, and the chilkiren 
were sent to relatives. And as always in such 
cases, the man overseas was handed a message 
by the Field Director informing him of what 
had been done. 

Home Service waiting rooms are always filled with 
scared and bewildered young wives. Generally all 
these girls need is a sympathetic listener. Most of 
them were married in a blaze of excitement, left 
home, and started to keep house without the vaguest 
notion of how to look for an apartment, shop for vege- 
tables, or look after their money. When there is a 
baby on the way, and they realize that they are hun- 
dreds of miles from their husbands, they get panicky. 


They Just Need Advice 


A wittte friendly conversation and advice can often 
work wonders. The girls are invited to join sewing 
groups and put in the intervening months making 
layettes, an Occupation which keeps their minds and 
hands busy and cures worry. 

Frequently the tireless Home Service” workers, 
some of whom are on duty in the larger cities 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week, turn up some amusing 
tales. There was the young wife who wanted to know 
if *‘the censors”’ would mind if she sent her husband 
in Sicily a package of frozen hamburgers. And there 
was the hysterical wife who wailed that she hadn’t 
heard from her husband “‘since he left for camp.” 
When she was quieted down it was discovered he had 
been away only three days! 

But whether they are foolish or in desperate need, 
the Red Cross Home Service workers many of 
whom serve without pay do everything in their 
power to give wives help and comfort while their men 
are serving their country. The End
